WHY TAMMANY MEN WANTED 


HILL FOR VIC 


E PRESIDENCY

Kansas City, Mo., July 6.—(Special)—The 
action of New York's delegation in pre- 
senting the name of David Bennett Hill 
for the vice presidency was a surprise 
that took the convention off its feet and 
culminated in the greatest sensation of 
the gathering. 

When Delaware yielded the floor to 
New York and Senator Tom Grady, the 
silver-tongued orator of Tammany, took 
the stand every one knew he would not 
present the name of John W. Keller, Tne 
politicians who thought they knew what 
Was about to happen said it would be 
Nixon, the rich shipbuilder. <A secret con- 
ference of the New York leaders had been 
held in the morning at.the Midland, at 
which Nixcn’s name.was brought up for 
the second time with serious considera- 
tion. Hill occupied his seat in the dele- 
gation, and alone of all his friends seemed 
to appreciate what Was about to happen. 

Thomas Grady b8gan ina resonant 
voice, favoring for “the nomination, he 
said, a man who could unite the vote of 
New York state. ‘“‘Name, name,” was 
called, and when Grady gave the scheme 
away and launched the name of Senator 
Hill, the mighty crowd of 25,000 peopie 
went to its feet and set up a shout of joy. 

Hill, too, was on his feet instantly. With 
imperious gesture he néade his way quick- 
ly throug’ the crowd and to the platform, 
where he caught Grady by the arm 
fiercely, at the same time taking a seat 
offered him to avoid, as far as possible, 
being conspicuous. The crowd was still 
cheering, and Grady turned with serious 
expression to argue with ex-Senator Hill. 
Judge Van Wyck came over to the Lord 
of Wolfert’s Roost to beg him to allow 
the nomination ~to proceed. Hill was 
sternly obstinate, but so was Thomas; 
Grady. who announced that he was acting 
upon instructions, and would proceed re- 
gardless of what*the man who was being 
presented said. The convention must have 
literally held its ‘breath while the nomina- 
tion went forward. Hill sat with a look 
of worry and disgust on his face, and each 


pied the place of victim turned his head 
and looked away. Hill. sat on the plat- 
form a living protest of what the speakcr 
was saying. When the applause died out, 
the man to whom all eyes were turned 
rose deliberately and denied with vehem- 
ence that he was'a candidate. He de- 
clared that personal reasons prevented 
such a candidacy, and that Senator Grady 
had acted throughout with no authority 
from him. As he went on to declare that 
his name before the convention would be 
unjust to the candidates, all of whom 
were better fitted than himself, Hill look- 
ed the orator, the statesman and the 
clansman. 

There was no chance to mistake his 
meaning. He was not a candidate; had 
never been one,: and would not be one if 
the convention fell to its knees for him. 
Hill let fall enough in his speech to con-

York was not sincere in presenting his 
name. New York was not sincere, since 
many of Hill’s firmest friends on the dele- 
gation, stunned at the turn affairs had 
taken, kept thei «seats ‘and remained 
silent.

that, it seemed best to him that Hill 
should be thus taken our of the way‘of 
the possibility of the presidency in 1904. 
It is believed that Tammany’s object was 
two-fold. First, as stated above, to ge 
Hill out of the way for the presidency. 
The second object, and the plainer of the 
two, was the desire to show to the people 
of the country that if New York was 
split internally, Tammany was the peace- 
maker, and not Hill, and, therefore, Tam- 
many was to be worthy of democratic 
sympathy. When Grady began his speech 
he knew with certainty that Hill would 
repudiate what he said. If, by some 
possibility, the ex-senator should let the 
affair go cn, Tammany would dispose ol 
Hill so far as the presidency was con- 
cerned. If Hill interrupted, as all knew 
he would, then Tammany would get: the 
credit of a magnanimous action and Hill 
the blame for spurning an honest nom!- 
nation. This, however, is not the im- 
pression actually created.

NAME 


ANSAS CITY, July 6.—The dem- 
ocratic national ticket -was com- 
pleted today by the nomination 
of Adlai E. Stevenson for vice presi- 
dent. Nomination came on the first bal- 
lot, state after state joining in the wild 
scramble to record their support of the 
winning candidate, It was not ‘accom- 
panied by any such frantic demonstra- 
tion of approval as had marked the 
proceedings at the previous stages, al- 
though the result followed a spirited 
and highly dramatic contest between 
tho advocates of Stevenson, Towne, 
Hill and the lesser candidates. The dis- 
tinct triumph of the day in the way of 
a popular ovation was that accorded to 
Senator’ Hill. It was accompanied, too, 
by a remarkable scene when Hill earnest- 
ly protested to his friends against being 
placed in romination, and then, finding 
his protest in vain, he strode to the plat- 
form, and in tones which left no doubt 
of his sincerity, earnestly besought the 
convention not to make him the nominee. 

The proceedings today moved with 
greater briskness than on the two preced- 
ing days, for there was none of the tedi- 
ous waits for the platform and committee 
reports. 

The gfeat auditorium wad truly demo- 
cratic wh2n the session began. Anticipa- 
ting the clore of the convention, the gen- 
eral public was admitted freely, and great 
crowds emptied into the body of the hall, 
{not only filling every available seat, but 
also overflowing into the arena reserved 
for the delegates, while some more adven- 
turesomé individuals scaled the iron 
girders and looked down from a dizzy 
height on the 30,000 peopie packed below. 
The crow practically took possession of 


and his officials were so powerless to pro- 
ceed that they gave up to the multitude 
until the various demonstrations spent 
themselves. 
Almost a Landslide for Towne. 

On the call for nominations Alabama 
yielded to Minnesota, and the latter state 
presented its young champion of republic- 


The menticn of his name was the signal 
for a flattering demonstration in his 
honor, men and women joining in the out- 
burst. Far off in a corner of the audi- 
torilum a young woman could be seen 
frantically waving in one hand a litho- 
graph of the Minnesotan and in the other 
the stars and stripes. On the floor the 
Nebraska, Minnesota and one or two 
other delegations joined in the demon- 
stration, but it was. noticeable that it did 
not evoke any widespread enthusiasm 
among thcse who were about to do the 
voting. Gradually other delegations be- 
gan to rise, some of the New Yorkers get- 
ting to .heir feet, 1nd for a moment it 
looked as though the convention might be 
carried off its feet.. But against this was 
heard a counter-storm of protestation and 
discordant hisses. For ten minutes the 
demonstration to Towne lasted with vary- 
ing degrees of intensity. Meantime at- 
tention was being directed to an excited 
group massed in front of the New York 
section, with Hill the center'of a strug- 
gling line of delegates. They pressed for- 
ward from all quarters of the hall, urging 
lim tq permit his name to be placed be- 
fore the convention. The face of the New 
Yorker was a study as the demands on 
him came from all sides. He sat in the 
front row of delegates, with ex-Senator 
Murphy on his right and Judge Van 
Wyck on his immediate left. A second 
seat away was Mr, Croker. Hill protested 
vociferously. Judge Van Wyck said he 
could not refuse. Murphy and Croker 
pleaded with him to obey the will of the 
convention and accept. While the plead- 
ings continued, the call of Delaware was 
heard above the roar, and Delaware yield- 
ed her place to New York. At this the 
bulky form of Senator Grady, of New 
York, pushed through the densely packed 
aisles to the platform. There was a hush 
to hear what the New Yorker had to offer. 

‘In behalf of the united democracy of 
New York,’’ shouted Senator Grady, “I 
present as a candidate for vice i, 
the name of David Bennett Hill. 

Tidal Wave for Hill. 

The effect was electrical and a tidal 
wave of enthusiasm swept over the con- 
vention. Delegates stood on chairs and 
waved frantically in solid phalanxes, 
Flags and standards were again mingled 
in triumphant procession, while a sound 
from Niagara roared through the great 
structure. Grady stood there proudly 
waiting for the storm to subside. But 
as he waited the audience observed a 
strange pantomime. They saw Hill leave 
the New York ‘delegation and push 
through the crowd up to the platform, 
They could see him appeal to Grady to 
withdraw him, while Grady’s answer was 
apparent from the shake of his head and 
his advance to the front of the platform 
to continue his nominating speech. When 
the demonstration had subsided Grady 
completed his speech presenting Hill be- 
fore the convention. But as he stepped 
from the platform the man who had just 
been placed in nomination took his place, 
The senator looked out sternly, even 
savagely, on the. shouting thousands, 
When he could be heard he made due ac- 
knowledgment of the honor done him.

At the close of the call he had 659% 
votes, which, however, was not enough 
to nominate, the requisite two-thirds be- 
ing 624. Hill had received 200 votes and 
Towne 89% But before the announce- 
ment of the result, a strong-lunged dele- 
gate from Tennessee stood on a chair and 
announced:

Tide Toward Stevenson. 


This started the tide irresistible toward 
! Stevenson. From every quarter of the 
hall came demands for recognition. Ala- 
bama changed to Stevenson, California 
did the same and North Carolina changed 
from Carr to Stevenson. Hlven New York 
finally reluctantly announced its change 
from Hill to Stevenson. That ended it. 
Stevenson’s nomination was assured, al- 


states continued to record their change 
from Towne and other candidates te 
Stevenson. In the end the nomination 
was made unanimous. Its announcement 
was greeted with ethusiastic applause 
and again state standards and bannérs 
were borne about the building In tribute 
to the nominee. 

The final day of the convention broke 
clear and hot. The sun blazed pitilessly 
down through the same brilliant sky that 
has marked every day of the convention 
week and the cloudless blue gajve no 
promise of relief from the intense heat, 
But the grateful wind which has saved 
the week from being intolerable did not 
forsake the sweltering crowds today. It 
blew steadily from the southwest, hot, it 
is true, from its passage over the plains, 
but nevertheless a wind.

London, July 7, 2:40 a. m.—The Russian 
government announces that {it will give 
Japan a free hand to apply military force 
in China. The terms of this consent are 
summarized in the subjoined dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, under date of July 
6th. In reply to an inquiry from the 
Japanese cabinet, regarding the dispatch 
of Japanese troops to China -to render 
aid to the foreigners in Pekin, the Rus- 
sian government declared on May 27th 
that it left the Japanese government full 
liberty of action in this connection, as 
the Tokio cabinet expressed its readiness 
to act in full agreement with the other 
powers. 

It is in consequence of this no doubt 
that Japan is preparing to embark 20,000 
more troops. Political considerations that 
were thought to have begn numbing the 
action of the powers are thus laid aside, 
for a moment at least, by the govern- 
ment supposed to have the-clearest pur- 
poses respecting China’s future. Japan's 
sending of troops now can have little 
bearing on the fate of the foreigners in 
Pekin. 

Baron Hayashi, the new Japanese min- 
ister, who arrived in London on Friday, 
gaid that ten days would probably be 
required for .the carrying of troops to 
China. His dictated statement contains 


these sentences: 

“If all the conditions Japan has asked 
were conceded, I see no reason why Ja- 
pan should not undertake the task of 
suppressing the trouble. The powers are 
all agreed in wishing to put down. the 
rebels, but it does not seem that they 
fare agreed on the means.’ 


From these authoritative utterances it 
qs inferred that Japan does nominate 
conditions and that the concert of the 
powers is a little jungled. 

Pekin Reeks with Carnage, 

Details of further horrors in Pekin 
fre gathered by correspondents at Shang- 
hai from Chinese sources, especially of 
the slaughter in the Chinese and Tartar 
city of thousands of native Christians so 
that the capital reeks with carnage. The 
ruthless thirst for blood is spreading in 
all the northern provinces and wherever 
there are native Christians the scenes 
enacted in the capital are reproduced in 
miniature. From these ‘provinces noth- 
ing further comes regarding the lega- 
tion forces, except a repetition of.the re- 
port that they are all dead. The corre- 
spondents aver that if the Chinese offi- 
cials in Shanghai wished to throw light 
on the real state of affairs in the capital 
they could do so, and, therefore, these 
reports are accepted as true. 3 

Prince Tuan’s coup d’etat is described 
by the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mail as a sequence to the grand 
council of ministers at which Yung Lu 
advocated the suppression of the boxers 
promptly. The dowager empress gave 
her whole support to Yung Lu. and a 


scene of disorder ensued. Prince Tuan 
passionately intervened backed by Kang 
Yih. They rushed from the council and 
their partisans raised the cry. “‘down 
with the foreigners.” The effect- was elec- 
trical. The eunuchs, palace officials of 
all sorts and most of the populace, took 
up the cause of Prince Tuan and his 
agents immediately put the emperor and 
dowager empress under restraint. 


Russian Force Slain. 

The Che Foo correspondent of The Ex- 
press, telegraphing on Thursday, says 
there is no longer any doubt that disas- 
ter has overtaken the Russian force of 
3,000 men that left Tien Tsin for Pekin 
on June llth. The Russians had a ful! 
field gun complement and carried their 
Own transports. As nothing has been 
heard from them for twenty-four days 
it is assumed that they have been over- 
whelmed. Trustworthy news its received 
to the effect that all the country to the 
northeast of Pekin is covered with the 
corpses of men and horses of the western 
garrisons. Fighting of a desperate char- 
acter took place in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Tien Tsin on June 30th. Taku 
dispatches say an attack in great force 
is expected at any moment. The Chinese 
commanders are awaiting the arrival of 
more guns and re-enforcementgs before 
making an. effort to. retake the city. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to The Daily 
Telegraph, dated July 6th says the losses 
of the allies up to June 29th totaled 0. 

According to The Dally Telegraph's cor- 
respondent, in a dispatch dated Thursday,

containing detailed instructions to pre- 
fects, sub-prefects and magistrates, It 
orders them to detect, behead and ‘other- 
wise punish boxers. These officiais, the 
proclamation says, will be held responsi- 
ble for the safety of the missionaries and 
native Christians. 
Beheading Is Threatened. 

The governors of two Quongs join in 
this proclamation. Another proclamation 
issued by Li Hung Chang directs that 
persons starting any uprising shall be at 
once beheaded and that those spreading 
false rumors shall be severely punished. 
This latter phase, In a Chinese sense, 
means slow strangulation by means of a 
wooden collar. Wholesale executions are 
expected to follow these proclamations. 
Official dispatches from Port Aruthur to 
the Russian government, bearing date of 
July 24, show that the country to the 
north is in a state of disturbance and 
that bands are destroying property. Six 
pirate ships have been captured by Rus- 
sian naval vessels at the island of Elllong.

State standards were 
seized and held aloft and the convention 
was canopied with fluttering flags and 
handkerchiefs.

Governor Hill in the meantime had 
worked his way through the surging mul- 
titude to the platform. As he ascended it 
his hands were eagerly grasped and he 
was escorted to the seat of the perma- 
nent chairman. He asked Mr. Grady to 
yield to him that he might make a state- 
ment, but Grady declined. 

Judge Van Wyck, of the New York del- 
gation, hurried to Governor Hill and be- 
gan an earnest conversation with him, 
urging him not to decline the nomination 
which evidently seemed to be within his 
grasp. Hill only shook his head. 

It was a pretty, even a dramatic side- 
play. All the convention was pulsating 
with enthusiasm and cheers. 

When finally Mr. Grady was- permitted 
to proceed, he said that Governor Hill 
might decline, but decline or not, he 
shouted, New York’s united and solid 72 
votes would be cast to the end for David 
Bennett Hill.

A missionary who has returned to Ber- 
tin says that while in China he learned 
that hundreds of Mauser rifles had been 
brought In coffins supposed to contain the 
bodies of Chinese who had died abroad. 

A special dispatch from Shanghal, dated 
Friday, says the position of the allies 
at Tien Tsin is becoming increasingly 
critical, owing to lack of sufficient sup- 
plies, but only as a last resort will the 
town be evacuated in favor of centraliza- 
tion of forces at Taku. 


Foreigners Helpless. 

Tien Tsin, June 29, via Che Foo, July 
1, and Shanghai, July 5.—(Copyright, 1900, 
Associated Press.)—Those best informed 
in Tien Tsin consider the position of for- 
eigners in Pekin as almost hopeless. It is 
hopeless to attempt to force the way with 
the force available. Commanders are 
willing to resort to desperate means, but 
to attempt a forced march from Tien Tsin 
with the forces at hand means certain de- 
struction to the army, besides slaughter 
of the civilians left at Tien Tsin. Enough 
soldiers are necessary to defeat the Chi- 
nese army, maintain communication with 
the base of supplies and guard the hos- 
pitals en route. The water supply is an 
important problem, the country furnish- 
ing none except the river, the wells hav- 
ing been poisoned. The Chinese are com- 
mitting atrocities upon the. wounded. 
They are mutilating all the dead which 
fall into their hands. General Tung Fuh 
Sing with 10,000 of the best disciplined 
troops in the Chinese army, Mohamme- 
dans, is marching from the southwest to- 
ward Pekin. The army thereabouts num- 
bers 60,000. The empress has filed to her 
summer palace. The Mohammedans and 
boxers are fighting in Pekin. Ten regi- 
ments of General Nieh’s ¢ommand, north 
of Tien Tsin, are reported to have de- 
serted and gone to pillaging the country. 
Residents declare that a Chinese com- 
mune has been inaugurated and that the 
peaceable Chinese are the greatst suf- 
ferers. 

The foreign soldiers are burning the 
outskirts of Tien Tsin to deprive the ene- 
my of shelter, and the boxers are de- 
stroying outlying villages for loot. The 
smoke of a hundred fires can be seen in 
every direction. 

Tien Tsin was not bombarded today for 
the first time in a fortnight. Families are 
returning to their homes within the con- 
cessions. Women and children will be 
sent to Taku as soon as travel is safe. 
No unfriendly Chinese are visible in the 
streets. A few of the richest, with their 
families, are huddled in the outhouses for 
protection, badly frightened. Others con- 
cealed in various houses shoot at the Eu- 
ropeans on the street. The Chinese dead 
about Tein Tsin number thousands. Most 


of those who have been killed He un- 
buried in the fields. ~The river to Taku 


is full of floating bodies and many have 
been washed up by the tide. Dogs are 
feeding on these bodies along the banks. 

The small American contingents evcry- 
where distinguished themselves. Captain 
McCalla and Major Waller are most pop- 
ular at Tien Tsin, and their men are 
placed in the lead in every movement by 
common consent, with the British close 
behind them. The foreigners in Tien “‘Tsin 
declare they owe their lives to the Rus- 
sians, withcut whom the otker small de- 
tachments must have been overwheimed. 
On the -larkest day, Wednesday week, 
when the Chinese were pressing on every 
side and the bravest men were abandon- 
ing hope, the Russian commander, Colo- 
neil Wozack, arranged that the main body 
of the troops should make a sortie with 
the civilians in the direction of Taku, 
leaving 100 Russians to defend the city, 
engage :he attention of the Chinese, and 
ultimately sacrifice themselves. The ar- 
rival of the Americans saved the day and 
proved a surprise. 

Among the military evidences of the im- 
mense Chinese preparation for war it may 
be mentioned that arsenals and stores 
hitherto unknown have been discovered. 
About $10,000,000 worth of arms and ammu- 
nition, mostly modern, has been destroyed 
in three arsenals outside of Tien Tsin. 
Several thousand troops under Generai 
Nieh are holding the native city flve miles 
north of Tien Tsin. It was rumored that 
40,000 Chinese would make an attack at 
noon today. The troops were under arms, 
but the Chinese’ failed to materialize. 
Admiral Seymour was wounded slightiy 
by a spent ball, which struck him in the 
shoulder, while in the house with Com- 
mander McCalia and Commander Taussig. 

The hero cf Tien Tsin igs James Watts, 
a young Englishman, who with three Cos- 
sacks, ran the gantlet to Taku with 
messages for re-enforcements, charging 
through villages under fire repeatedly. 
Several foreign commanders have recom- 
mended the quartet be decorated, 


Message from British Ambassador 


Berlin, July 6.—The German consul at 
Tien Tsin wires under date of July Ist, 
that an authentic letter from the British 
minister at Pekin, Sir Claude MacDonald, 
to the British consul here, dated Pekin, 
June 25th; had just arrived. The consul 
adds that it confirmed .the statements 
that Baron Von Ketteler, the German 
linister, was shot dead June Wth by 
Chinese soldiers while on his way to the 
tsung li yomen. His companion, an 
interpreter named Cordes, was dangerous- 
ly wounded. Sir Claude MacDonald fear- 
ed an immediate attack on the British le- 
gation. 


Women Were Safe. 

London, July 7.—The Times’s Tien Tsin 
correspondent, telegraphing on July 34, 
Bays: 

“Sir Robert Hart’s messenger reported 
that the British legation on June 24th had 
nine soldiers killed and many wounded. 
The women and children were safe, but 
the food was bad and the ammunition was 
low.’’ 

Japanese Are Taken. 

London, July 7.—The Tien Tsin corre- 
spondent of The Times in a dispatch dat- 
ed July 3d says: 

“Twenty-two hundred Japanese troops, 
with fourteen guns, arrived at Taku and 
800 are expected tonight.”’ 

Japan Sends More Troops. 

Washington, July 6.—An official dispatch 
received by the Japanese legation here 
this afternoon from Tokio announces that

A dispatch has been received at the state 
department from Consul General Good- 
now, at Shanghal, dated July 6th, in 
which he says that the situation {s serious 
and that the insurrectionary movement is 
éxtending. If the allied forces in the 
north, he says, should meet with reverses 
the disturbance certainly will extend .to 
central and south China, resulting in the 
expulsion and murder of foreigners in the 
interior and the ruin of trade. A strong 
force, he says, is necessary to check the 
viceroys in the north and to support the 
viceroys in the gouth. 

It is understood that the consuls of all 
the powers in China have sent an identical 
dispatch to their respective governments. 

All Foreigners Perish. 

Bremen, July 6.—The firm of Mel- 
chers & Co., of Shanghai, telegraphing 
under date of July 6th, say: 

“We have reason to believe that. all 
the foreigners in Pekin have perished. 
The rebellion is spreading in north China. 
The foreigners at Tien Tsin must quit 
that city, as fresh Chinese attacks are 
reported. The disturbances are increas- 
ing in Shan Tung. We see at present no 
occasion for apprehension in the Yang 
Tse territory or Shanghal, as the viceroys 
of Wu Chang and Nang Kin do not recog- 
nize the present power at Pekin.”

When the state of Massachusetts was 
called Hon, George Fred Williams as- 
ecended the platform amid considera- 
ble applause. In the course of his ad- 
dress, which was delivered in clarion 
tones, carrying to the utmost parts of the 
hall, he pald a handsome compliment to 
the state of. New York, which he declared 
was united .in favor of the platform and 
the nominees of this convention. 

“The name which seems most desirable 
in the interests of the party,’ Mr. Wil- 
liams declared, “in connection with the 
vice presidential] nomination is that of 
Charles A. Towne, of Minnesota.’’ 

Cordial applause was given Mr. Towne’3 
name, but it was tempered by such re- 
marks from among the delegates as “we 
want a democrat,” “this is not a populist 
convention,” and qgther expressions that 
raised in question Mr, Towne’s democ- 
racy. 

Senator. Money, of Mississippi, rose 
when his state was called and made his 
way to the speaker’s platform. He de- 
clared the ticket should be composed of 
men both of whom had been democrats in 
almost every political affiliation. He, 
therefore, seconded the nomination of 
Adlai E. Stevenson. 

The audience received Governor Stone, 
of Missouri, who followed Senator Money, 
with great enthusiasm, rising to its feet 
and qseering and waving flags, while the 
band played ‘‘Dixie.”” When he spoke it 
was, with deliberation and he was given 
strict attention, particularly by the local 
audience. His eulogy of Teller and Towne 
called forth a burst of applause and his 
sentiment that even if they had been re- 
publicans their support of silver and Mr. 
Bryan entitled them to seats in this con- 
vention was the signal for more enthu- 
siasm. His closing remarks seconding 
Mr. Stevenson and saying that all who 
differed in 1896 should be welcomed to the 
party in 1900 if they would come was ap- 
plauded. 

South Carolina, from the floor, seconded 
the nomination gf Stevenson. _ 

Tennessee, also from the floor, Charles 
Chase making the speech, seconded the 
nomination of ‘“‘that matchless leader of 
the New York democracy, David B. Hill.” 

This was greeted with a how! of ap- 
plause. ; 

John Lane, of Texas,. promised to be 
brief when he took the platform and he 
kept his word, seconding the nomination 
of Stevenson. 

Charles M. Gattes, a son of North Car- 
olina, presented the name of Colonel 
Julian Carr from his state. He spoke 
briefly and escaped the usual reminder | 
conveyed in the call of time. 

Ohio put in nomination the name of A. 
W. Patrick, of the Buckeye state. 

J. W. St. Clair, of West Virginia, ap- 


-pealed to the delegates to vote for the 


man who would bring the greatest num- 
ber_of votes to the ticket, and that man, 
he declared, was Stevenson, of I|linois, 

G. C. Cooper, of Wisconsin, spoke for 
Towne. His speech was ably delivered and 
called forth much applause. 

Mayor Rose, of Milwaukee, sprang upon 
his seat and announced that despite the 
address of Mr. Cooper Wisconsin would 
cast its vote for Stevenson. 

J. Hamilton Lewis, of Washington, 
whose name had already been presented, 
Was next recognized hy Chairman Rich- 
ardson.

Michigan, which had all along 
strongly approved of Towne, gave him but 
five votes, the remainder going to Steven- 
son. The shout from Missouri ‘one for 
Hogg, of Texas,” called forth loud laugh- 
ter and applause. New Jersey’s twenty 
votes for Hill called forth: cheers, and 
then came New York. The reply 

‘‘New York casts her entire seventy-two 
votes for the Hon, D. B. Hill,”’ increased 
the wave of applause. 

“Pennsylvania's 6 votes for Steven- 
son’’ caused the adhérents of the Illinois 
man to sheut until the rafters rung. Tne 
Hill people cheered wildly when Tennessee 
went solid for the New York man, and 
the Stevenson people answered their cheer 
when Texas came to their man. Tennes- 
see was up soon as the vote for Hawali 
had been announced, and declared that it 
changed its vote to Stevenson. The con- 
vention recognized the significance of the 
action, and cheer after cheer went up. 
Stevenson was nominated now without 
question, and all over the hall the dele- 
gates were on their feet shouting and 
waving their arms in the effort to secure 
recognition from the chair ir order tv 
change their votes. 

Washington was first to secure the 
privilege, and the teller’s cry, ‘““‘Washing- 
ton changes its entire vote to Stevenson,” 
provoked wild enthusiasm. The cheering 
became so loud that it was aimost im- 
possible to catch the changes as they were 
called out. | 

After Washington came North Carolina, 
and then® John L. Shea, of New York, 
managed to make his voice heard as he 
called out: 

‘New York changes her entire vote from 
Hill to Stevenson.’’ This simply pulled 
out the plug and broke in both ends und 
all the staves at one time, and the roar 
that went up was deafening. Then in 
rapid succession’ the fcllowing states 
changed their votes to Stevenson in the 
order given: 

California, North Dakota, Nebraska, 
Hawali, Florida, South Dakota, Montana, 
Connecticut. After that they all made a 
rush for the coming cand'date. 

The cheering while the first changes 
were being made was enthusiastic in the 
extreme. A procession was formed to 
march around the hall, but the long zes- 
sion that had preceded the nomination of 
Stevenson and the exciting scenes of yes- 
terday had worn the delegates out, and 
the pazade was short in length and still 
shorter as to its line of march, and the 
delegates confined themselves for the chief 
part in cheering.

The German officer thinks that a 
much larger army than any the inter- 
national allies can afford to send to 
China will be necessary in order to 
make Any impression on the millions 
that are now mustering to the defense 
of the empire. | 


Former Governor Bullock’s Letter. 

We publish elsewhere a letter ap- 
pearing in Frank Leslie’s Weekly, from 
Former Governor Bullock, of this state, 
which we commend to certain over- 
zealous republicans of the north. 

Beginning with the campaign of 1888, 
in which Benjamin Harrison ‘was 
elected to the presidency, there has 
grown up a class of republicans who 
periodically insist upon cutting qown 
the south’s representation to the ex- 
tent of the colored vote. Even The 
Philadelphia Press, which admits that 
Pennsylvania remains republican 
through the manufacture of fraudulent 
votes, goes into tears whenever it re- 
fers to the small vote cast in the south- 
ern states. and sobs out: “Suppression!

EX-GOVERNOR BULLOCK 
DEFENDS ELECTIONS 


Under the heading ‘‘A Southern Repub- 
lican Defends the South,” former Gov- 
ernor Rufus B. Bullock contributes the 
following article to Leslie’s Weekly: 

“Your issue of May 26th contains an ar- 
ticle by the Hon. John 8S. Wise, ‘What 
Should the South Do?” This able paper is 
based upon extracts from remarks by the 
senior senator from South Carolina in the 
senate of the United States. Mr. Wise 
asks, ‘What does the south propose?’ In 
*eply let me say that South Carolina, by 
its senior senator, does not represent ‘the 
south,’ and that each state in ‘the south’ 
will act separately within constitutional 
limits, as determined by the supreme 
court of the United States, for what she 
deems to be for the best interest of her 
people. 

“As a Georgian and a national republi- 
can, I protest against the assumption 
that this state has unjust or undue repre- 
sentation in congress. All the provisions 
of the fourteenth amendment are com- 
plied with in Georgia. The small vote 
cast in congressional districts here, as 
compared with Iowa, is not evidence ot 
either disfranchisement or unfairness. 
Under our system the active contest is in 
the primary election which decides who 
shall be the candidate. That issue hav- 
ing been determined, the actual voting in 
the.formal election is without interest, al- 
though the ballot boxes are open to every 
legal voter, and those who n&ve not par- 
ticipated in the primary election for nom- 
ination are at perfect liberty to vote for 
any other candidate than the nominee. 
If an opposition candidate of sufficient 
character and prominence to command 
confidence should offer, there would io 
doubt be an active canvass and a large 
vote polled. 

“lf a small vote indicates the great out- 
rages upon representative government 
suggested by Mr. Wise, why does not 
congress investigate and report the facts? 
No one will dispute the right of the house 
to judge of the election of its own mem- 
bers. It is well for your readers to re- 
member that the enlarged representation | 
in congress, based upon black enfran- 
chisement, was not of the south’s seek- 
ing. It is safe to say that this increase 
was not by the acceptancé of our white 
yoters. The fourteenth amendment was 
adopted by the south because under 
the republican congress reconstruction 
scheme the negroes were permitted to 
vote, while a large and influential element 
of white people—those who held any of- 
fice before the war and aided the confed- 
eracy—were prohibited from voting. If 


tional representation, based upon negro 
enfranchisement, had been decided by our 
white voters it would have been rejected. 

‘The duties and the dangers of the fran- 
chise were thrust upon the negro by the 
national republican party. That party 
has not had the courage to maintain the 
logical consequence of its own legislation. 
It has thrown upon ‘the south’ the burden 
of fitting our late slaves by education and 
training for the high and sacred duties 
of the franchise. We have accomplished 
in this direction within the thirty years 
that have elapsed far more than was be- 
Mevéd possible in 1870. Not one dollar of 
the cost of this necessary preparation has 
come from the national treasury, by and 
from which every cent should have been 

paid. 

‘When the verdict is being made give 
the south credit for what she has ac- 
complished under adverse conditions. 
There is no recorded history of advance 
by any people from siavery or seridum 
that will compare wkith the progress 

made by ‘the colored people of the south 
during their thirty-five years of freedom 
and citizenship. If the recent franchise 
legislation in South Carolina, Mississippi 
and Louisiana is repugnant to the four- 
teenth amendment, let congress wipe. it 
out under the authority granted. to it by 
that amendment. But do not hold the 
south guilty of unlawful representation 
or ask us to Voluntarily abandon what 
has been forced upon us. 

“When any state shall violate the pro- 
visions of the United States constitution 
do not indulge in faultfinding or threats 
against the south. Apply the legal rem- 
edy. Ex-confedergtes are lawabiding. 
When we gave our paroles at Appomattox 
and at Greensboro we agreed among other 
things to ‘obey the laws in force where 
we resided,’ and we meant it. We have 
kept our parole.” ;

SUMTER COUNTY’S FINE FRUIT. 


Sunshine After the Rain Causes 


Fruit To Ripen Rapidly. 

Americus, Ga., July 6—(Special.)—The 
shipment of fruit from Americus and 
vicinity is holding up well, despite tne 
recent rains, and little injury to staple 
varieties ig reported. The Elberta or- 
chards present a magnificent appearance 
with their wealth of ripening fruit, and 
shipments north will begin the last of this 
week. Elbertas have sustained no ma- 
terial injury from the rains, and~ the 
bright sunshine of the past four days is 
adding a teautiful rosy tint to her fair 
cheeks. Watermelons, cantaloupes and 
grapes of the finest varicti¢s are must 
abundant. Resin Henry’ R. Johnson has 
one vineyard of. fine grapes from which 
he will gather 40,000 pounds. Some of this 
fruit will be shipped, and the balance 
made into wine. Other’ vineyards here 
have magnificent crops of luscious grapes. 

The other crops, corn and cotton, are 
doing well. Cotton is waist high on many 
plantations, and the only fear is that a 
season of drought may follow the three 
long weeks of rain just ended, which 
would matcrially;burn and damage the 
plant. The corn crop in Sumter at pres- 
ent is the firest in many years. The rains 
have put it on the safe side already, and 
a possible dry spell would do but little 
harm. Many farmers will gather from 
forty to fifty bushels of corn per acrfe, 
which is considerably above the average 
in this county. On rich lands can be seen 
stalks of cern containing two to five large 
ears, fully grained and developed. Hun- 
dreds of ccres of land from which oats 
and wheat were gathered in June are now 
being planted in peas, thus assuring an- 
other fine yield of peavine and native 
grass hay this fall. Upon the whole, the 
farming outlook is quite encouraging.

the conditions fullly before the people of the 
state. 

3. The government in India hes inaugurated 
a plan of distribution of funds that has never 
been surpassed in similar emergencies. Two 
cents will furnish a meal for a single indi- 
vidval. Five cents a day will save a life. 
Ten cents a day will furnish food for a starv- 
ing family. Two dollars will prolong a iife 
until the next harvest. Five dollars will give 
one meal to 250 starving people. Ten dol- 
lars will support 200 workets in various 
forms of industries for a day. Fifty dollars 
wil' clothe 100 women. One hundred dollars 
will suport the diggers of a village well to 
prcvide against future famines by irriga- 
tion. 

To meet our part of all there demands as far 
as we may be able, I have organized every 
covrty in the state, through the appointment 
of a representative citizen, with the request 
that every section of every county. shall be 
thoroughly canvassed by active, efficient com- 
mittees. 

Mr. L. T. Chamberlin, chairman of the New 
York executive committee, bas just written me 
as follows: 

‘‘The rains, so intensely hoped for, have 
begun to fall in the famine districts, but the 
immediate distress of the poor people is in- 
creasing thereby. The rain falling on the 
famished, almost dying, shelterless sufferers, 
means death to not a few. Blankets, such as 
are made in India and which cost only about 


30 cents each, must be provided for those | 


who will perish without them. Aid must be 
given to ,the famished, impoverished peasant 
farrrers, for the “e-seeding of their fields. 
Uniess such aid, as well as food, is supplied 
the death rate will greatly increase. 

‘“‘Most fortunately, the coarser grains on 
which the common people live, are still sold 
at wholly reasonable prices, and it remains 
true that from 2 to 5 cents a day will save 
a life. In no event can fresh harvests of 
grain be gathered before October. The British 
government is providing steady relief for 
about 6,000,000, and the reoplq@ of Great 
Britain and her colonies have sent not less 
than $3,000,000 in purely charitable relief, be- 
sides the very large amount which they have 
distributed through their missionary organ- 
izations in India, and through other special 
channels of relief.’’ 

May I say to the people of the state that 
this matter is of such vital importance that 
I hope they will not allow it neglected. If in

The grave and solemn judges and the 
deeply learned members of the profes- 
sion threw aside for the time their gravi- 
ty and quiet demeanor and went in for 
a good time. Enough good stories .and 
clever jests have been told here in the 
past three days to stock half a’ dozen 
minstrel shows.

The election of officers for the ensuing 
year, a discussion of “The Dumb Act 
of 1850,"" and a thoroughly characteristic 
address by ex-Chief Justice Bleckley con- 
sumed the final session of the associa- 
tion.

Judge George -Hillyer, of Atlanta, 
moved that the address delivered before 
the association yesterday by Chancellor 
W. B. Hill, of the State university, be 
printed in pamphlet form and a copy 
férnished to each member of the next 
general assembly with a strong indorse- 
ment from the bar association of the 
ideas it presented. The motion was unan- 
imously adopted. 

City Attorney Francis D. Peabody, of 
Columbus; J. B. Burnside, of Hamilton, 
and Clem P. Steed, of Macon, read able 
and interesting papers on ‘“‘The Dumb 
Act of 1850,"’ which was so named by 
Judge Bleckley because it forbids the 
judges from even intimating to the jury 
what has been proved regarding the facts 
in the case. The judge can only instruct 
the jury, under the provisions of this 
act, on the law in the case and must say 
nothing relativé to his opinion .of the 
facts. 

Judge Bleckley, Judge George Hillyer, 
P. W. Meldrim, of Savannah, and L. C. 
Levy, of Columbus, took part in the in- 
formal discussion that followed the read- 
ing of the papers. 

Judge Bleckley spoke in terms of high 
praise of Mr. Burnside’s paper, and said 
that while he did not fully agree with 
him, Mr. Burnside had proven that he 
possessed the true legal touch. Judge 
Bleckley gave Professor Charles Noble 
Gregory, who by his many graces of mind 
and manner has made himself one of 
the most popular men here, an oppor- 
tunity to say a very clever thing. In the 
course of his remarks about the dumb 
act Judge Bleckley used the words. ‘‘juri- 
dical”’ and ‘‘juristic’’ interchangeably. 
Finally, after hesitating a moment, he 
turned to Professor Gregory and said: 

“Shall I say ‘juridical’ or ‘juristic?’ 
Which one is correct?” 

Professor Gregory bowed with polite 
deference. He said: 

“The one your honor prefers to -use.”’ 

The speech was greeted with a volley 
of appreciative applause. 

Colonel Lawton secured the floor and 
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| said that as there 
‘division on the advisability of repealing 
the dumb act, and as a recommendation 
of the bar association would not have 
mucu weight unless it was unanimous, 
he would offer a resolution providing 
that no action be taken by the associa- 
tion on ghe question under discussion. 
His resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Discussion of Reports. 

On motion the discussion of the reports 
Submitted day before yesterday was post- 
poned until the meeting next year. 

Some smooth politics lay behind this 
apparently innocent motion. It was in- 
troduced to effectually choxe off discus- 
sion on the report submitted by Chair- 
man W. P. Hill, of the committee on 
— education and admission to the 

ar. 

As stated in previous dispatches, the 
report recommended that graduates of 
law schools be not admitted to the bar 
until they had passed the examination 
prescribed for other candidates. The 
bitterest sort of wrangle was expected 
when this report came up for considera- 
tion. The report was to have been 
discussed yesterday, but it was put off 
until today. Meanwhile those who op- 
posed and those who favored the report 
counted noses. The division was so close 
that neither side dared a test of strength. 

As one member of the bar put it: 

“One side was scared and the other side 
daren’t.”’ 

Every one was perfectly willing that 
the report should go over until next 
year.”’ 

Mafér J. C. C. Black, of Augusta, had 
prepared a paper on ‘“‘Law and Lawyers” 
to read before the association, but 
through illness was prevented from at- 
tending. By special request the paper 
will be read before the association next 
year. 

Judge Bleckley’s address was the final 
number on the programme. He an- 
nounced that his subject would be: ‘‘Hu- 
man Seniority, Treated Extemporaneous- 
ly, Discussed Theoretically and Practical- 
ly Illustrated From My Autobiography.”’ 
The entire d&idress was shot through with 
a vein of classic humor. He told in his 
characteristic fashion of ais beginning 
as a lawyer and traced his way along 
the various steps that finally placed him 
as chief justice on the supreme bench. 

With much humor he related his at- 
tempts to master the money question, 
and told of his one time senatorial am- 
bitions and his lack of success as a poli- 
tician. 

He said that he had composed for him- 
self the following political epitaph: 

“When first a candidate he prevailed 
without effort over many competitors. 
Afterwards he was chosen without be- 
ing a candidate. Later when he was 
again a candidate he was defeated unan- 
imously and by acclamation.”’ 

Many members of the association left 
for their homes tonight, but quite a 
number remained, intending to spend the 
balance of the week in quiet rest before 
returning to their duties.

At the battle of Gettysburz, 
this company, as brave a band of boys as 
ever shouldered musket or carried a knap- 
sack, went into the fight thirty strong. 

After the fight only two men remained, 
Lieutenant Pendleton and one who is 
unknown. Captain Bedford was captured 
by the opposing army. 

The company was recruited and went 
into the fight onee more, and at the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness they came near be- 
ing exterminated again, only five answer 
ing to their names at roll call. 3 

The third time company B was re- 
organized, ew reeruits added, and it re- 
mained in the service to the end of the 
fierce struggle. 

Lieutenant Pendleton, who its now a 
bishop in the Swedenborgian church at 
Philadelphia, was in nine of the fiercest 
battles of those bloody four years, but 
never received a scratch.

HIS MIND WAS DERANGED 


Had Been Locked Up To Prevent 
Violence to Others. 


JOHNSON [S A WORTH CAROLINIAN 


He Had Been to Louisiana To Get a 
Crazy Brother—Also Lost 
His Mind. 


Gainesville, Ga. July 6.—(Special.)— 
W. 8S. Johnson, of Littleton, N. C., com- 
mitted suicide in the police station in 
this city at 3:30.o’clock this afternoon by 
hanging himself with a leather strap 
which he secured from his valise. 

Johnson was arrested here by the police 
last Saturday morning. From a letter 
found on his person and from statements 
made by himself during rational moments 
it appears that he was en route home 
from Alexandria, La., where he had been 
to secure his brother, Andrew H. John- 
son, who was locked up tnere, his mind 
being temporarily deranged. 

When the two brothers reached Gaines- 
ville, W. S. Johnson left the train at the 
Southern station. He wandered around 
the depot for a while and then came on 
up town. He went to the Arlington ho- 
tel and peeped in through the doors, and 
being seen by the night clerk the latter 
went out to ascertain what he wanted. 
Johnson snapped a pistol in the face of 
the night clerk and ran down the street 
yelling ‘‘murder!’’ 

The clerk notified the police, who fol- 
lowed Johnson and placed him under ar- 
rest. His relatives were telegraphed at 
Littleton, N. C., of the man’s arrest and 
his condition. They wired to hold him, 
that a man would be sent for him. That 
was last Saturday, but no one has yet 
arr@ved for Johnson. 7 

Johnson stated when arrested that a 
mob had been pursuing him since he left 
Louisiana and that he jumped off the 
train because he heard the conductor tell 
the porter to put that fellow off at 
Gainesville. Johnson had a through tick- 
et from Alexandria, La., to Littleton, 
N. C. 

The conductor of the train was tele 
graphed toto ascertain what he knew 
of Johnson. He replied that he remem- 
bered seeing the two men on the train 
and remembers that one of them left the 
train at Gainsville. He also wired that 
the other one got off the train somewhere 
between Gainesville and Bellton.

FINE POCKET OF GOLD FOUND. 


Will Assay $1,000 to Ton—Georgia 
Mining Notes. 

Dahlonega, G&., July 6-—(Special.)—Our 
mountain city is enjoying for the first 
time in about six weeks clear and suljry 
weather. Last Monday at about 5 o’clock 
p. m. quite a severe thunder storm passed 
over Dahlonega. The lightning was con- 
tinuous and several] bolts struck in and 
near the town, one bolt narrowly missing 
the home of Mrs. Reece, striking a tree 
not over twenty-five yards away. 

Th eFourth passed off quietly, but very 
little mountain liquor being in evidence. 
This is somewhat remarkable in view of 
the fact that a large number of miners 
are in Dahlonega, and it would been a 
matter of little surprise had the rough 
element taken advantage of this na- 
tional holiday to indulge in a little ‘‘thorse 
play.”’ : 

Speaking of mines, the Crown Moun- 
tain Gold Mining Company is working on 
a large scale. They are building a dam at 
the Tan Yard branch and will have it 
completed in a few days. The canal in 
course of construction, with which the 
Crow mountain people intend to furnish 
water power for their electric plant, is 
well on the way toward completion. Near- 
ly one thousand hands are employed by 
the managers of this concern, A_ rich 
pocket was found in a vein running 
through a Crow mountain tunnel. The 
free gold was really a beautiful sight. 
The samples brought to the company’s 
offices attracted many people and created 
much excitement. The ore, as assayed, 
will yield $1,000 per ton.

The Hand mine is in full swing, all of 
the 120 stamps pounding the large supplies 
of rich ore as fast as it can be fed to 
them. An enormous quantity of concen- 
trates is on hand, soon to be run through 
the chlorination plant, one of the best in 
the states. 

The electric light is soon to be an ac- 
tual fact in Dahlonega, The Consolidated 
have placed arc lamps at every prominent 
corner and along many of the streets, also 
in many 6f the churches and private 
houses. There lacks but one or two pieces 
of machinery, a belt or mammoth ~ulley 
to be adjusted and at the press of a but- 
ton Dahlonega will have an up-to-date 
‘‘shine.”’

Bear Panic Seemed Prevalent in Liv- 
erpool Market. 

New York, July 6.—(Special to The Consti- 
tution.)—The cotton market opened firm*at an 
advance of | to 6 points and continued on the 
up-turn much of the forenoon in response to 
an almost unbroken rise in Liverpool, where 4% 
bear panic seemed prevalent. Europe was the 
leading buyer in the local pit with room shorts 
of less intense bear convictions close seconds. 
Althqugh the August delivery attracted the 
lion’s share of attention and exhibited special 
strength, the firmness of the new crop deliveries 
was a noteworthy feature in view of the con- 
tinued fine weather over the helt and the ap- 
parent willingness of southern interests to sell 
unlimited amounts of cotton for delivery in 
Getober and later months. There was a sin- 
gular absence of bull speculation, and not a 
few holders were tempted to load by the ex- 
ceptional profits within easy reach. Private 
cables attributed the great strength abroad 
to the strong statistical situation, heavy cover- 
ing by influential Alexandria parties and de- 
moralization in European bear circles in gen- 
eral.

Strength of Jersey Central and Its 
Allied Stocks Was Lacking and 
Prices Fell Below Wednesday. 


New York, July 6.—The professional opera- 
tors in stocks, who have been able to manipu- 
late prices for an advance owing to the small 
amount of floating stock in the market, found, 
their efforts to maintain the higher level un- 
availing today. There was nothing in the news 
of the day that exerted any marked influence 
on the market, and the relapse must be at- 
tributed to the natural reaction attending profit- 
taking on an advance and@ tne renewed selling 
for short account attracted by the higher level 
of prices and the palpably shaky condition of 
the market as the day progressed. The lower 
prices for Americans in London had. little 
effect, as on previous days, and the profes- 
sional bulls resumed the tactics which were 
so successful yesterday. in lifting the level 
of prices.

The steel stocks suffered from realizing on the 
published report that the steel interests were 
conferring to maintain prices. The London 
selling was persisted tn later than usual, and 
had an-effect in combination with the break in 
the steel stocks. The later efforts of the bears 
centered on Louisville and Nashville, which, 
after msing %, was driven: down 2%. In 
January the directors declared a 2 per cent div- 
idend on this stock for the semi-annual period, 
which was called |% per cent regular and % 
per cent extra.

The wheat market opened with a degree of 
steadiness because Liverpool at the outset fail- 
ed to show as much decline as had been ex- 
pected. August, to set the ball rolling, sold 
at 79%@79%c at the opening and shortly af- 
terward attained 79%@79%c. Then the bears 
took a hand in the game. Argentine shipments 
were heavy, footing up to 2,168,000 bushels, 
according to the board of trade figures, which 
were about half a million over Beerbohm’s. Liv- 
erpool turned weak, Minneapolis was bearish 
and there were more rains in the northwest. 
August, on selling by persons who wotted of 
these facts, slumped off during the forenoon to 
78%c. The official North Dakota report show- 
ed the spring wheat crop to be pretty much of 
a wreck.

Inmates of House on Fire Were Frantic 
with Fear, 


TOSS CHILDREN FROM ‘ROOF 


Philip Silverman and Wife Were Un- 
duly Alarmed. 


HOW CHIEF JOYNER SAVED MRS. SILVERMAN 


He Just Walked with Her Down the 
Stairway—The Affair Was Live- 
ly While It Lasted. 


A fire broke out at No. 82 Gilmer street, 
the residence of Philip Silverman, a tail- 
or, last night about 10:30 o'clock, and the 
escape of the childfen by being tossed 
from the roof of the building, the rescue 
of Mrs. Silverman “from the flames" by 
Chief Joyner, the yells and the cries and 
a great hubbub, made the scene one that 
was ex¢iting and thrisming. 

The screams of Silverman and his wife 
as they sat upon the roof of the house 
caused a crowd to collect and the alarm 
of fire was sent from box 63. 

Silverman and his wife had been awak- 
the smoke in the house. They 
took their three children and crawled 
upon the roof of the front veranda 
through a window. 

Then all began to scream. 

Refore the fire department reached the 
scene neighbors volunteered to save the 
three children. and as Silverman dropped 
them over the edge of the roof, willing 
and strong arms caught them. 

All the while Mrs. Silverman contin- 
ued to cry out, and several times attempt- 
ed to leap from the roof, and would have 
done so if her husband had not held her 
back. 

The crowd in the street was making a 
great noise. When the fire department 
appeared at the corner of Gilmer and But- 
ler street, two or three hundred voices 
yelled for the firemen to “hurry up.” 

Chief Joyner appeared just as the last 
of the three children had been “rescued.” 
He was appealed to save the husband and 
wife. who were still on the roof. 

The chicf counseled the crowd to Keep 
quiet and be less excited, as he took in 
the situation. After going through the 
house the chief came out on the front 


ened by 


porch and told Silverman to ‘‘come on 
down the stairs.’’ 
Silverman was too excited to under- 


stand. and the chief went upstairs and es- 
corted Mrs. Silverman to the street. 

‘‘There is just a little fire in a rear room 
down stairs,’’ said the chief, ‘‘and I don't 
see why these people didn’t just walk 
down the steps. There was nothing to 
keep them from doing so.’’ 

The house was filled with smoke, but 
the most of it was in the room where 
Silverman and his wife had been asleep. 
Had he but walked into the hall he 
would have had no trouble to walk down 
the stairway with his wife and children. 

An old sofa, which had caught fire, was 
attended to by the firemen, and in two or 
three minutes the ‘“‘fire was out.” 

Mrs, Silverman became prostrated after 
the excitement, and a physician had to be 
called in.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


Dr. C. Hardy, of Columbus, Miss., was 
in the city yesterday and talked interest- 
irgly of the condit‘ions of the crops in 
that state. Dr. Hardy owns a large farm 
in the black cotton belt of Mississippi 
and is one of the most successful farmers 
of that region. 


He says that more than half the corn 
crop is a total loss, and the cotton crop 
is not much better, owing to the continual 
rains. The lowlands have been entirely 
ccverel with water and will have to be 
abandoned to the grass. In speaking of 
the crop conditions, the doctor said: 

“The crops upon the black Jands are 
very seriously injured, especially the corn, 
both early and late planting. The cotton 
crop is not much better. The plant is no 
larger than it was the Ist of June and 
has just commenced to grow since the 
rain ceased.” 

In a suggestion to the farmers through- 
out the gulf states, he says: 

“‘Where the cotton crop ‘s seriously in- 
jured, if the farmers will plow up the 
ecctton and plant the land in early ma- 
turing corn, conditions admirably met in 
the Mexican corn, they will be materially 
benefited. This corn planted any time 
di.ring the month of July in any of the 
gulf states will have ample time to ma- 
ture. 

“I hope the farmers will avail them- 
selves of this suggestion.”’ 


A special train arrived in Atlanta at 
10:30 o'clock yesterday morning over the 
Western and Atlantic, bearing a large 
party of school teachers from Chieago 
and other points in northern Illinois. The 
teachers were nearly all women, and they 
were en route to the convention of the 
National Educational Association, which 
convenes in Charleston, 8.

The ex- 
cursionists remained over yesterday in 
Atlanta, visiting the principal attractions 
of the city..
